BUSINESS PLUCK AT SEVENTY. 
Veteran St. Louisan Starts a Unique 



E. S. Tlummer, of St. Louis, makes 
his living selling United States 
postage stamps at a profit. He does 
not buy rare stamps, foreign stamps 
or any other kind of stamps except 
those used for letter postage in the 
United States. A recent purchase bj 
Mr. Plummer of J4 Z 46Q worthy of two- 
cent stamps from a ^hiladVlphia con- 
cern, and the fact that he disposed of 
the consignment in less than a week, 
give an idea of the magnitude 
reached by his business. Last year 
he paid out over $100,000 for stamps 
to different St. Louis concerns, and 
the present year he expects to pass 
that point 

Aj 70 years of age Mr. Plummer, 
owing toDusIness reverses, found 
himself without means of support. 
W hile casting about for employment 
he thought of the trouble people took 
to go to the post office to get stamps, 
and of the further trouble they had in 
d justing them to envelopes. One 
honght suggested another and on a 
cnture he walked jnto the St. Louis 
Glohe-Democral office anc\ offered It 
buy al| Jhc stamps which Came to, 
th{3n through the mails, then he' 
isited other newspaper offices and 
some big wholesale concerns where 
umdreds of dollars' worth of stamps 
ivere received in the mail. In a few 
days ho had contracted for the pur- 
chase of several hundred dollars' 
vorth of stamps daily at a small dis- 
count. His next move was to find 
:ustomcrs for these stamps — soim 
thing that was not difficult as might 
imagined. lie was without capital, 
; explained his venture to one of 
the city banks, and easily secured 
it on depositing the stamps which 
he purchased. From this point the 
stamp venture was simply one of en- 
larging his business. 

Most of his stamps are brought to 
him in jumbled up heaps. With the 
assistance of the boy in his office he 
straightens them out and arranges 
them in piles so that each sheet 
have the same number of stamps as 
every other sheet in the pile. Then 
he puts the stamps up in envelopes oi 
two, three and five dollars, or even 
larger sums. A part of his business 
le adjusting of the loose stamp- 
to envelopes which are furnished him 
by houses which he supplies. In th 
way the houses have great boxes of 
tamped envelopes which c 
Irawn on at will. Mr. Plumn 
that he finds that the big seed con- 
s receive the largest number of 
stamps through the mails, and last 
year he bought $30,000 worth of 
stamps from a single Wisconsin firm. 
He has now been at the business for 
•o years. — Milwaukee Sentinel.

THE DRUM MAJOR. 

Waa Originally a Court Functionary in 
Europe. 

The infantry regiments of the 
United States urmy are to have drum 
majors hereafter, according to the 
provisions of the army bill passed 
at the last session ol congre.-s. The 
fact that while the gorgeous giant 
with the big cane is an important part 
of state militia dresB parades he has 
^jy! no place in' purades cf United 
State! infantry is not so strange when 
one bears' the explanation. 

"The thing le simple enough," 
said a military arftiquarian. "Toil 
have only to remember that in the 
United States regular army there are 
ao hussars and no Polish lancers. 
Jusl wait a moment and I think lean 
show you the connection. It is rather 
a paradoxical connection, but it is 
there, all the same. 

The general idea is that nothing 
is to be found in the United States 
arniy that was not in the British reg- 
ular army yi the fourjecuth year, of 
the reign of George III. By that, of 
T mean nothing in the way of 
janks and disciplinary arrangements. 
0u£ or two thing! may have dropped 
of use— the rank of cornet, lor 
example, which was formerly the low- 
est commissioned rank in the cavalry 
,e Amei lean and in the'Brit-

"On the other hand, they have sev- 
eral things that we have not. If you 
will take the trouble to look it up, 
you will find that every one of these 
things has been introduced into the 
British army since our war of inde- 
pendence. The Polish lancer became 
famous under Napoleon I., and the 
British straightway turned half a 
dozen or so of their regimentsof light 
dragoons into lancers, not only equip- 
ping them with lances, but also giv- 
ing them the Polish caps with the 
square. Hat tops, which they still wear 
on full dress parade. It was about 
the same time that they took up the 
name hussar, which is Hungarian 
and comes down all the way from the 
days of Mathias Corvinus, the Hun- 
fold the oth'er day, I see, for $1,700. 
With the name of hussar the British 
army took the dress of the Hungarian 
cavalier— the fur-covered busby, the 
Turkish dolman or flying jacket, 
trimmed with fur and hanging loose 
on the left shoulder, and so on. They 
have given up the flying jacket, but 
the rest of the Hungarian dress they 
still keep. It was all imitated from 
the French, who had had hussars two 
generations earlier. Murat, the spec- 
tacular marshal of the empire, made 
it famous and popular. 

"So far so good. We have most 
things that they had in 1776, not 
whatthey took up in Napoleon's time. 
But one thing their standing army 
had which we -have not had hereto- 
fore, and that is the drum major. 
Naturally enough, too, there would 
be no drum majors in the continental 
army, because the continentali 

old, constitutional English 
militia, representing the shire and 
borough levies of the middle ages, 
transferred to the American colonies, 
standing army — with theii 
red coats, the royal livery — were ar 
istitutionnl body ef troopi 
that began to exist under the Stuarts 
— mere royal retainers, in fact. Now, 
the drum major was first heard of in 
England in the reign of Charles I. 
ne was an officer of the royal house- 
hold originally, and his title was 
major general. The Stuarts 
,'ery fond of imitating the 
French court, and a whole century 
earlier than the days of Charles I, 
the king of France had had his drum 
general and drum colonel to teach 
the royal drummers. It was only 
after Charles I. had had his head cut 
off that Louis XIV. reduced his drum 
generals and drum colonels to drum 
majors. But the drum major retained 
the authority 'to chastise his sub- 
es,' and the big cane to do it 
hich latter all drum majors 
eld for the edification of ad- 
crowda.

Oh, for the pencil bte/Nast, a Gibson 
or a CruikshankJ Vt'omcn come stroll- 
ing across tKfc fields, bringing to the 
well kerosene cans converted into 
buckets, and hoys carry poles on their 
Bhoulders, to which are slung cans, 
jars, demijohns, any old thing that 
will hold water except a regular pail. 
Groups of barefooted girls coquette 
with their lovers while waiting their 
turn at the wheel, and bedraggled 
matrons sit on the steps exchanging 
neighborly gossip, their saddle-col- 
ored babies, naked as Corregio's St. 
John, rolling about in the weeds. 
Sleepy and unimportant as these in- 
terior villages seem, they are the real 
Cuba after all. and in them the pub- 
lic pulse may be more correctly told 
than in cosmopolitan Havana, where 
the people have learned the wisdom of 
disguising their sentiments.— Phila- 
delphia Kecord.

The Trust and Its Effect on the 
Farmer. 

Tb« "Trust" je the enemy of the 
farmer. He has enough enemies* 
without being subjected to a new one, 
and that the most insidious and re- 
lentless of all which can be imposed 
on ' agricultural life. While every 
man in the community will be injur- 
ed by the '-Trust ;" except the stock- 
holders in the 'Trusts while every 
class and all professions will, to a 
larger or lesser degree, pay tribute to 
the "Trust," the farmer will be more 
seriously affected than any other.

Trust. He must pay 100 per cent, 
more fo "t than he did one year ago. 
Every steel plant which was in the 
United StateB was swallowed up by 
the "Steel Trust." Some of the form- 
er plants have been closed. Thou- 
sands of employes have been dis- 
charged snd the "Trust"' is orjoying 
the di Here ace between the cost ol 
production a year ago, aud the pres- 
ent selliug price. If there was five 
di liars profit on the production of 
•tcjl when it was sailing at $17 del- 
lars per ton, theie is now a profit ol 
$22.

After a week or so the 
wife ran after me ou the street to tell 
where to call, and added: 'It was 
old man.'s doing*. lie took a skip 
icat the grocer, butcher, bakenind 
ig store, but if I didn't pay for that 
beautiful ru<j I could not say my pray- 
ers at ni<;ht.' " — N. Y. Sun.

Former Will Not Be Displaced for Some 
Tims to Come. 
For certain purposes the motorcar 
is never likely to displace the horse. 
On good roads the latter will, no 
doubt, be at a disadvantage, but in 
cross-country roads the motor will 
have no chance. If a motor car gets 
bogged, the effect of setting the en- 
gine at work is simply to make the 
wheels bury themselves more deeply, 
and the only chance of getting the ve- 
hicle out by its own efforts is to take 
a line from the car to |Oms anchorage 
and wind op failing facilities for 
this, resources must be had to the de- 
spised horse, who, at a pinch, can 
'"yank a street car out of a coal cel- 
lar." This limitation to the powers 
of the motor car has been clearly ap- 
parent in some of tho many excellent 
tests which were made: under the aus- 
pices of tho Liverpool Self- Propelled 
Traffic association. In view of tho 
enormous amount of heavy haulage 
which has to be accomplished in 
South Lancashire, it is natural that 
it is to this department of motor-car 
work that the Liverpool trials have 
been mainly directed.

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CONCERNING CRICKET. 

Game Which Thrives Only Where There 
Is a Large Leisure Class. 

Cricket is peculiarly a game which 
requires a large leisure class; it 
volves two innings matches, and lasts 
on an average two days, sometime! 
longer. Under the ordinary condi- 
tions of American life, it has been 
found impossible, except in rare in 
stances, to play more than one-da 
matches, usually played on a Satur 
day afternoon. Of course, with the 
boy at school it is different. During 
the summer holidays he has an op- 
portunity to play cricket all day, and 
the boys in Philadelphia have, as a 
rule, availed themselves of this op- 
portunity. Again, in Philadelphia, 
the cricket professionals have been 
used merely as coaches, and they have 
not played in the local matches, 
thereby compelling each club to de- 
velop its own bowlers, and not to rely 
upon imported talent. The effect 
of this policy has been to develop two 
fast bowlers, as good, if not better, 
tuan any amateur fast bowlers in the 
world— Charles A. Newhall and J: 
B. King. Newhall bowled with un- 
varying success in local matches and 
against visiting English and Aus- 
tralian teams from 18GG to 1884, 
comprising among their number 
men who at the time were in the 
front rank of English and American 
cricketers. The great secret of New- 
hall's bowling was his speed and ac- 
curacy, coupled with the fact that, 
even on a perfect wicket, the ball 
would every once in awhile back 
from the off and get the batsman out, 
no matter how well he would set. 

King first came into prominence 
in 1892, and to-day is easily the best 
amateur bowler in the world. In- 
deed, the only professionals who can 
be considered any better arc Richard- 
son, of Surrey, and Mold, of Lanca- 
shire. King has great speed, can 
make the ball curve either way, and 
has a very fair change of pace. At 
times ho is unplayable. The writer 
will never forget the way in which, 
in 1S87, King bowled out Sussex at 
Brighton and Warwickshire at Bi 
mingham. The Sussex team was a 
particularly strong batting side, in- 
cluding Qeorge Brann, W. L. Mnr- 
dock, K. S. Ranjitsinhji, Marlow 
and Bean, and the fact that they 
made only 44 on a good wicket is 1 
convincing tribute to King's prowess 
— George Stewart Patterson, in Col- 
lier's Weekly.
